Ac- 
cording to. his associ#@@s and friends he is a 
kind, generous man, and when he was elected

He hopes to show, it is assertéd, that the Gov- 
ernor shotid have absolute appointive power, 
a privilege which the Governor of Indiana has 
not enjoyed since the Legislature took it from 
Gov. Hovey some years ago. If it can be 
shown that the’elective ang board systems re- 
sult in scandals and abuses there is a possi- 
bility of the Governor being given his former 
powers in the matter. 

Only a few days ago in the Indiana Legis. 
lature Senator Kern offered an amendment to 


MclLean’s Senate bill giving the Governor ap- 


pointive powers, the amendment requiring 
that his appointment be approved by the Sen- 
ate. Gov. Matthews, it ie claimed, became 
excited at once,and made Kern, who is his 
personal friend, withdraw the amendment, as 
he desired the apvointiye power to be abso- 
lute. If it can be shown that the present sys- 
tem resulte in- cruelty to prisuners and frauds 
upon the State it will of course help Gov. 
Matthews in bis fight to secure the absolute

Responsibility for Punishment.

However that may be, it is‘ charged that he 
did a good deal of the whipping himself and 
without protest. He admitted before the com- 
mittee that he had whipped aman in the 

Warden’s absence for fighting in the saddle- 
tree shop. 

Another reason given for his resignation 
and the subsequent charges is that he was dis- 
criminated against by the prison directors, 
‘He was ordered not to convey prisoners to 
and from the courts, but to putin his whole 
time at the prison, and itis asserted that that 
‘order had more to de with his resignation 
‘than any cruelty practiced at the prison. In 
fact, the claim has been made that he was 
practically crowded or forced out, and that 
‘that order was the laststraw that broke the 
‘camel’s back. The Warden and the Deputy 
| Warden had certainly not been on friendly 
terms some time before the resignation and 
Bubsequent investigation. | 

Anxious to Have His Charges Kno wn. 

When he did step down and out, Mr: Ewing 
practically admitted before the committee 
‘that he was anxious to get his charges before 
‘the public, and that he went to the editor of 
the Jeffersonville News and to ex-Warden 
Howard with them.

REVIEW OF THE INVESTIGATION. 


Evidence That Has Heen Brought Before 
the Committee Since’ It First Met. 
JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., Jah. 31.—[ Special. ]— 
The charges that have resulted in the investi- 
gation include not only Warden Patten but 
the Board of Directors of the prison. They 


| were originally brought byex-Deputy Warden 


Abel S. Ewing; and include charges of the 
grossest kind of cruelty, of financial irregu- 
larities, and of favoritism with the guards and 
other employés, 

_ The first rumors of the charges were heard 
in Indianapolis Jan. 13, when it was intend. 
ed to introduce the resolutions incorporating 
them. They were laid over, however, until 
tne following Monday, Jan. 17, and when 


| brought up the: following committee was ap- 


pointed to investigate them: 

Senate Committee; T. Volney Bingham of St. 
Joe County, Chairman; Holcomb of Gibson 
County, Sweeney of Perry County, Griffith of 
Switzerland County, McDonald of Noble County, 
Loveland of Miami County, and McManus of 
Steuben County. 

House Committee: J. W. Redman of Vermillion 
County, Chairman; Dailey of Clark County, Dun- 
can of Owen County, Reeves of Hancock County, 
Clauser of Carroll ‘County, McIntyre of Floyd 
County, Newhouse of Decatur County, Bryant of 
Gibson County, and Morris of Park County. 

The charges were briefly that prisoners had 
been hanged by the thumbs for petty offenses 
and allowed to remain suspended for nearly 
an hour at atime; had been whipped with 
buggy whips until blood was drawn; that the 
guards who boarded at the prison had been 
charged $15 a month for board, and not a 
cent of the board money had ever-been ac- 
counted for by the prison management to the 
State ; that forty-three head of hogs were sold 
by the. prison officials and the money for 
them was not paid into the prison fand as it 
should have been ;.that the Warden had State 
money on deposit in banks|at Louisville, and 
had failed to account to the State for the im- 
terest on such funds; and that, although 
he had an annual pass over the 
Pennsylvania railroad, he had charged the 
State with railroad fare every time he went to 
Indianapolis. One of the directors was also 
charged with having taken money from a 
prisoner as a fee for procuring a pardoa, The

Another case of alleged brutality that he 
testified to took place in February, 1892. He 
said he saw two men walking in tlie cell-house | 
one morning with their night buckets. The 
Warden was not aware that they had just been 
discharged from the hospital and immediately 
placed them in the “‘ cage.”’ 

Charees of Financial Irregularities. 

in regard to the financial irregularities Mr. 
Ewing said that the supplemental report of 
the prison for 1891 contained the statement 
that in securing the mght of way for che sewer 
and in purchesing new ground for prison walls 
$4,000 had been expended; and that Director 
McDonald had incurred the expense of $54.30, 
Director Slater $49.80; and Director Parks $15, 
but that he could not learn what the money 
was used for. Ihe Warden’s semi-monthly 
trips to Indianapolis, he said, cost the State 
$15 each, $10 being charged for railroad fare 
and $5 for incidentals every time be made the 
trip. At the time these charges were made he 
understood the Warden was, traveling on a
